——————— 
MOURNING. 

WHETHER it may be attributable to the dark shadow 
of war, the sense of abidiug calamity, the depressing 
influence of each day's terrible record of death and 
suffering; or whether we have really for some time 
past been going through a dark portion of the world's 
history, we will not now to stay to inquire. То most 
of us who read. the newspapers—and, alas! to many 
who are but slightly informed of the passing chronicle 
of events—the last few months seem to have been ful! 
ofinourning. Week after week we have had to note 
the death of some man famous in the councils, the 
intelligence, thé art, the literature, or the piety of the 
country; and day after day we have been impelled 
to look with foreboding glances at that melancholy 
column in our morning paper which attracts the eye 
and repels the heart, as it announces in the ordinary 
formula the losses for which hundreds of bereaved 
parents, children, husbands, wives, friends, are sor- 
rowing. Itis well for those who mourn if they can 
come to regard such parting as only an interruption 
of that communion which shall one day be re- 
sumed under brighter and holier auspices; happy 
indeed for those who, like the grand, tender old 
warrior, poot king, can rise from the ashes, throw 
off the sackcloth, wash and anoint themselves, with 
the simple, tender, childlike trust that breaks from 
sobs into blessings, full of the hope of immortality. 
Among those who, while they belonged to the band 
of public journalists, were endeared alike to that 
circle of friends who acknowledge the brotherhood 
of letters, and to that sympathetic audience which 


can always to some extent identify an author with | 


his work; among men who, if they do not lead or 
impel, at least skilfully represent and interpret the 
world of thought and sentiment,-there have been 
several places left empty during the year that has 
gone. We have now another vacant seat to deplore, 
another bright, geniel, kindly companion to think of 
with deep regret; and the public whom Бе had for 
some time lived to attract, to fascinate, and to im- 
prove in the amusement where so many people had 
previously declared improvement had ceased, have to 
share our regrets, even though they may be unable to 
include with them the keener pain that comes of 
personal loss and sympathy. 

Mr. T. W. Robertson's name has become familiar 
throughout England as that of the author who has 
done most in our time to revive English comedy. 
Slight in construction and simple in plot, the dramas 
which have made his reputation have had in them 
that touch of genius which at once took them out of 
the list of ordinary plays. Mr. Robertson had other 
qualifications, however, which helped to secure his 


success. Very accurate knowledge of the capabilities | 


of the stage, equally accurate appreciation of the 
peculiarities of the members of that dramatic com- 
pany who helped to make his reputation, and whose 
reputation he made; and a subtle recognition of the 
tone of that portion of society which at once re- 
sponded to his witty allusions, his bright unforced 
repartee, the easy-sustained humour of his dialogues, 
and the intensely human, and often purely pathetic, 
character of the actors in scenes which were never 
forced or only sensational, though they were generally 
striking and suggestive. 


Itis not necessary that we should write criticism | 
We' 


or praise of Mr. Robertson's works, however. 
mourn his loss, We look in vain for his successor 
among present dramatists, for his comedies were the 
result of a strange life-experience. It required a 
man to have been as he once was—an actor, the son 
ої а country manager; а journalist, gaining а 
livelihood by his pen ; and, if we may say so, to have 
been not successful as an actor and only moderately 
successful as a journalist before the real genius, wit, 
and slightly bitter humour that was in him could find 
its true expression in such dramas. Ніз bitterness 
was only tonic—nothing was there of the crude 
flavour ої disappointment at having somehow missed 
the rewards that might have waited on his earlier 
career upon the stage. Thereis a healthy tone about 
his plays which was at once recognised as a feature 
that might redeem the stage from the miti- 
gated indecencies of adaptations from the 
French, while, at the same time, they touched

It is fitting that we 
should sometimes devote part of this column even to 
mourning, for it is a topic frequently recurring. 
Scarcely a week passes but the whole community has 
to regret one or other leading man or woman paszed 
away from their labours. Among the many whose 
cares have for a time been lightened, whose human 
interests have been reawakened, whose deeper senti- 
ments have been quiekened by his works, the death 
of the gifted man whose loss we have to note will 
surely have many mourners. 
PARIS FED. 

Whatever may be the ultimate results of the 
armistice, Paris has once more had a dinner. Only 
the discoveries of outsiders who have just entered the 
capital of France caa enable us justly to estimate the 
real depth of distress suffered by the three million 
inhabitants. It is all very well for those who are in 
the provinees, and, even if they are half starved, 
have the liberty to go and seek food, to talk of fight- 
ing to the last crust and of the triumph of despair, 
but to be bound by a ring of steel within a double 
ring of fortresses, with waning strength and the 
faintness of death creeping over an entire population, 
leaves little ambition but that of procuring a meal, 


even among Parisians, but until there have been a 
succession of moderate meals Paris will not join 
Lyons and Bordeaux in expressions of warlike inten- 
sity. If Lyons or Bordeaux had, like Paris, for months 
kept the invader occupied, and for months waited in 
vain for those Armies of the Loire and the East and 
the other rapidly-approaching forces, which yet 


| never came to her deliverance, they might have

: would have gained nothing by waiting for destruc- 


tion while one army was beleaguered and another had 
become a mere weaponless crowd of fugitives to 
another State. The very strongest hope that the

to protect herself from the pressure of a killing claim 
for indemnity, but in order to frustrate the deadly 
policy (of which there are some indications) that 
would bring back Imperialism and a dynasty, under 
the mockery of a Regency.

OXFORD. 

Arter а fortnight's trial of the most promising 
oung oarsmen, the president has made a selection of 
ve of last year's trial eight men—Messrs. Bunbury, 

Malan, and Giles, from Mr. Houblon's victorious 

crew, and Messrs. Farrer and Lesley, from that of 

Mr. Furneaux, and three of last year's defeated 

Oxford eight, Messrs. Baker, Payne, and Edwardes- 

Moss, who make up a crew unequalled in weight in 

the annals of Oxford aquatics, each man averaging 
2st. 81b. These powerful representatives of the 
‘t dark-blue” interests have been in practice within 

the last few days. Although exception may be taken 
by some to their unusual weight, and their being 
beyond the average of eight-oar crews, it must 
not be inferred that they are objectionable for 
that reason, as they are fine-built, proportion- 
ate men, whose strength and endurance under 
the régime of a course of Oxford training will 
tell to great advantage over the difficult and 
lengthy London water. From opinions of their 
merits already expressed by disinterested spectators, 

a very favourable impression seems to have been 

formed; while the ‘‘ riverside talent," whose judg- 

ment last year, although correct, was unfairly im- 

pugned, seem unanimous in their admiration of the 

rowing at this early stage. Under these auspicious 

circumstances the Oxonians have experienced a 

return of their usual confidence, and investments on 

the *‘ dark blue” are freely accepted at half a point 
in their favour. The eminent boat-builders, Messrs. 

J. and S. Salter, have been favoured with an order 

from the boat club for a new boat for the eight, 

which we are informed will be finished in time for 
trial on the Isis.

The war indemnity depends 
on circumstances, but will probably amount to eight 
milliards of francs. Another telegram from the 
Imperial head-quarters officially announces that 
Germany does not seek to acquire, through peace 
with France, any possessions in India, Asia, or any 
Transatlantic country. А clever speculator guesses 
that Germany nevertheless seeks to acquire sove- 
reign rights over Pondicherry, in order that she may 
be able to offer the settlement to England in exchange 
for Heligoland. 

On the eve of the capitulation of Paris England 
pointed out to the Powers the expediency of taking 
an active interest in the restoration of peace, and 
recommending to Prussia the concession of lenient 
terms to France.

GERMAN VICTORY IN THE PACIFIC. 

Intelligence was received on Monday, in Liverpool, 
of a German naval victory in the Pacific. 6 news 
of the engagement is conveyed in the following 
despatch, dated Havannah, Monday, Jan. 98 1--4 An 
encounter took place in the Pacific (the exact locality 
is not given), about Dec. 20 last, between the Prussian 
frigate Medusa and two small French gun-boats, 
named the Curieux and the Bruiox, which resulted 
in the sinking of both the French vessels.

the Education Act has done much to develop. A 
noteworthy address was delivered lately at Bath by 


MRS, ROSE, 


who eloquently advocated the right of her sex to be 
represented at the school boards. Witness the fol- 
lowing extracts, which we quote from the Women’s 
Suffrage Journal for February :— 

** Woman is actually beginning to be considered as 
a human being (Hear, hear) ! as а human being who 
has influences beyond the boudoir, the ball- room, and 
the theatre—for those, until very recently, have been 
the only places assigned to her except the kitchen and 
the cradle (Applause and laughter). Now, in all 
these places it is very desirable that the influence of 
woman for good should be felt—particularly so in 
the kitchen and at the cradle. But woman can have 
influences beyond all these. Indeed, I should like to 
ask the question, if I thought it possible to reccive 
an answer—where is it, as far as the welfare of 
society is concerned, that woman cannot have 
an influence for better or for worse? and, above 
all ишде where the education of the young is 
concerned (applause). Why, woman, in her capacity 
as nurse and as mothcr, is the educator of society. 
She lays the first fundamental principles in the mind 
of the child which are hardly ever eradicated; and 
yet men, and sometimes women—I mean un- 
thinking women-— and Miss Burdett Coutts, with 
all respect to her—(hear, hear)—have never been 
capable of diving down to the very utmost 
roots of this great and important question, that of 
having women on the school boards, and, indeed, on
